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Conditions  of  Sale 

Rejection  of  Bids.  Any  hid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value 
of  the  article  offered,  or  which  is  merely  a nominal  or  fractional  advance, 
may  be  rejected  by  the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would  be 
likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously.

WITH  the  Ton-Ying  collection  of  Chinese  art  which  President 
C.  F.  Yau  has  had  notable  success  in  bringing  together,  the 
American  Art  Galleries  take  on  a new  expression  of  Far  Eastern  elegance 
and  refinement  of  taste.  Some  of  the  objects  are  of  striking  brilliance 
and  effulgent  lustre,  and  some  have  distinctly  a museum  quality,  in  form 
and  in  the  character  and  variety  which  they  present. 

Fhe  jade  trees,  which  are  in  small  number,  are  a distinctly  interesting 
and  effective  lot,  with  fei-ts’ui  jade,  blue  agate,  amethyst  and  white  jade 
among  the  stones  supplying  the  flowers  and  fruit  wrhich  adorn  them. 
Besides  these  stones,  other  stones  in  the  collection  are  lapis-lazuli,  rock 
crystal,  rose  quartz  yellow  jade,  spinach-green  jade,  purple  agate  and 
malachite,  carved  in  various  ornaments.  Many  of  the  porcelains  come 
from  the  Imperial  collection,  which  contributes  among  other  objects  speci- 
mens of  the  peachbloom,  sang-de-boeuf,  imperial-yellow  and  coral-red 
glazes. 

Especially  notable  is  a pair  of  very  rare  sacrificial  vessels,  or  meat  jars, 
glazed  in  imperial-yellow  and  dating  from  the  K'ang-hsi  period.  There  is 
also  within  the  collection  a collection  of  three-color  porcelains  of  the 
K'ang-hsi  period,  a collection  of  five-color  productions  of  the  same  period, 
and  a collection  of  five-color  pieces  of  Ming  production.  There  are  some 
sturdy  celadon  plates  and  tripods,  and  some  very  fine  blanc-de-Chine  figures 
of  the  Ming  period,  and  there  is  a display  of  exquisite  Ch’ien-lung  enamels. 

It  should  be  mentioned  that  most  of  the  exquisite  jade  carvings  are  of 
the  Imperial  Ch'ien-lung  era,  while  the  work  of  the  K’ang-hsi  days  in 
porcelain  is  to  be  seen  in  the  turquoise-blue  glaze,  which  has  as  neighbors 
examples  of  the  famille-rose  and  famille-verte  glazes.  There  is  a pair  of 
famille-rose  vases  of  imperial  Chia  Ch'ing  production,  and  there  are  tur- 
quoise-blue teapots  and  libation  cups  that  will  repay  examination.
